The man was in a comatose j 
condition, the result of brain concus­ 
sion, the heart and lungs alone indi-1 
cating life. 
The point of the finger | 
was placed upon the eye ball of the 
patient and he gave no sign of life 
or consciousness. 
From the time Cummings was in­ 
jured until I took charge no 
effort 
had been made to give him nourish­ 
ment of any kind, and thus help him 
battle against death. I at once treat­ 
ed him through the proper channel 
in such cases, an intelligent 
young 
man of the 
community acting 
for 
me and administering a half pint of 
warm milk every two 
hours. I re­ 
turned home on Monday night at a 
late hour and returned to Chester on 
Tuesday morning, when I found the 
authorities talking about having an 
operation 
performed. 
I 
advised 
against this, stating that the single 
chance for life was in nourishing the 
wounded man and letting nature do 
the rest, asserting that he was in such 
a condition as would result in 
sure 
death were an operation to ensue. 
The suggestion was then made that 
I should again summon Dr. Laughlin, 
but I opposed this, as Laughlin had 
deserted his patient. The name of 
Dr. Hobbs was then mentioned, and I 
made no objection. I understand that 
Drs. Hobbs and Laughlin afterward 
performed an operation, and the re­ 
sult Is known to the public. I make 
no charge against my brother physi­ 
cians, but simply make 
this state­ 
ment in order that I may place my­ 
self in the proper light, as per the 
facts In the case. I have been prac­ 
ticing for the past 20 years, and 
I 
have never yet forced myself Into a 
case and never will. I have been in 
communication with prominent resi­ 
dents on the Chester side of the river 
and they commend me warmly 
for 
tne efforts I made, and are very in­ 
dignant at the absence of common 
humanity as displayed in leaving the 
badly wounded man without surgical 
care or attention for the period of 36 
hours.

Hughes did not have anything 
to 
say as to how the trouble started ex­ 
cept that Kountz had hit him with 
the butt end of a revolver and knock­ 
ed him down. He got up and Kountz 
had knocked him down the second 
time and put him out on the street. 
Mrs. Kountz stated 
that 
Hughes 
came in the 
saloon yesterday after­ 
noon and was very offensive. He was 
ordered out and refused to go. 
Mr. 
Kountz didn’t desire any trouble and 
walked out of the bar into an adja­ 
cent room in order to prevent 
get­ 
ting 
into 
trouble, but that Hughes 
continued to be so offensive that her 
husband threw him out. 
She stated 
that there was not a weapon of any 
kind used and the bartender verified 
her story. 
An eye witness of the affair said 
Hughes came in the saloon in 
an 
Intoxicated condition and became very 
offensive in his remarks in regard to 
insurance. 
Kountz told him he didn’t 
desire any insurance and there was 
no use talking about it. 
Hughes re­ 
sumed his remarks and Kountz told 
him that he didn’t desire any trouble 
and to take a drink and end the dis­ 
cussion. 
There was some offensive 
language on the part of Hughes, and 
Kountz told him to get out of

dict of the coroner’s jury.”

Ohio State Archae.ogical and Histor­ 
ic a1 society, at its monthly meeting 
submitted the following report of the 
bones of the mastodon and other un­ 
known animals, which were unearth­ 
ed here a few months ago. The Ohio 
State Journal, of Columbus, has the 
following to say: 
“Professor W. C. Mills, the curator 
of the society, made a report of his 
trip to Lisbon to investigate 
some 
fossil remains which had 
been un­ 
earthed by a bridge contractor. The 
bones proved to he those of a fossil 
mastodon, and with them were bones 
of a fossil peccary and deer. 
The 
taree were found buried in the same 
spot, in a marshy place, and it is 
supposed they were caught in 
the 
marsh and sank. The professor had 
the bones sent to 
the Smithsonian 
institute for investigation. 
The re­ 
mains of the peccary are the second 
of the species that have ever been 
found in Ohio.

Editor Daily Patriot—As it seems 
to be the earnest desire of some of 
the friends of R. W. Tayler to drag 
my name into the present contest be­ 
tween Mr. Baker and Mr. Tayler for 
member of congress, and as I do not 
care to take the time to personally 
explain to all who may have 
been 
misled in this matter, I hope you will 
allow me the 
use of your paper for 
that purpose. 
I am informed several 
times daily by different persons that 
they are told that the reason that I 
ara not warmly supporting Mr. Tayler 
for his fourth term in congress is 
that I am “sore,” because I did not 
receive the appointment as receiver 
of the First National bank, of

city, at the time Mr. Cameron’s res­ 
ignation was accepted.

der to prevent any further 
misun­

I do not know whether it is the 
anxiety of .Nit. T.'s friends to explain

attendance.

“7—What notes or obligations of 
any kind did the First National bank 
of Lisbon hold at the time said bank 
went into the hands of the receiver 
which have not been 
sued 
upon, 
against N. B. Billingsley or R. W. Tay­ 
ler, and what has been done with said 
notes or obligations, and lf there are 
any such, why has suit 
not 
been 
brought on them?” 
Mr. Laylin, the receiver, was not 
present, and there was no answer sub­ 
mitted to any of the questions. There 
was a disposition to discuss the ques­ 
tions, but a very persistent minority, 
for some reason known to themselves, 
prevented any discussion of the ques­ 
tions at all. 
A committee of three, composed of

The whereabouts of Joe Willis still

stated that he and Sheriff Wilkins 
held a consultation with several de­ 
tectives last evening, and in his opin­ 
ion Willis would be captured within 
a week .It is said Willis is in Beaver

W a sh in gton , M arch 22.—W ar depart­ 
m ent officials deny recently published 
statem ents that G eneral O tis' campaign 
is costing upw ard of 1,000 men every 
m onth. According to the official records, 
since the American occu)>atioii cif the 
Philippines, June I, ISO*, up to Feb. 17, 
1900, the date of the last official com­ 
pilations, the actual m ortality in the 
arm y iii the Philippines w as 65 officers 
aud 1,460 men, a total of 1,525, or at the 
rate of 74 deaths a m onth. 
More details are contained in tho re­ 
port of Colonel W oodhull, chief surgt'on 
of the Philippine arm y. 
His report, 
however, does not extend beyond the 
end of the last calendar year. 
It shows 
that from the tim e American troops 
landed in M anila up to Dec. I, 1899, the 
total num ber of deaths were 58 officers 
and 1,265 men. 
Of this Hum lier 42 offi­ 
cers and 570 men died by violence and 
IO officers and 693 men died of disease. 
Most of the deaths by violence occurred 
in battle. 
There were, however, 137 deaths from 
violence outside of actual hostilities. 
It 
is a singular fact th at more than one- 
half of the latter class of deaths were 
caused by drowning. 
The total num ber 
ot wounded w ithout fatal results during 
the period covered by the report was 
1,767.
